across the Texas border, where he 


mixed yesterday with a former 
Texas ranger. 


For once the killer's pistol did - 
not get into action.

hands. And the irony of it is. from | 


the standpoint of his friends, he 
dropped with his pistols in their 
holsters. 


Bud “never popped a cap." 

Ballew was brought back from 
Wichita Falls last night feet first 
in an airplane to his wife and son 
and to his old chief, Buck Garrett, 
former Sheriff of Carter County. 

Tears welling in his eves, Buck 
Garrett. after inspecting the body 
of his lieutenant, who severa! times 
saved his life in revolver fights, de- 
clared Bud was murdered. 


Shot Five Times. 

“He didn't have a chance.” said 
Garrett. “Five shote and al! from 
the back.” the old chief said. shak- 
ing his head. 

Garrett said the law should be al- 
lowed to take its course in the case 
and indicated no feud would arise 
across the border as the result of 
the slaving. ~ 

Dr. Walter Hardy. a local physi- 
clan, who examined the body of Bal- 
lew, said there was indication that 


more than one gun had figured in. 


the shooting. 


An X-ray photograph revealed a. 


bullet under the left arm which ap- 
peared to be of large caliber, Dr. 
Hardy said. Two other wounds, the 
physician said, he believed were 
made by smaller bullets 


Ballew was discharged from a 
hospital several weeks ago. where 
he was sent following an affray in 
the courthouse here last February. 
Shooting broke out tn the office of 
the County Attorney after Garrett 
had been removed as Sheriff, and 
Ewing ©.

ERSON CITY, May ¢.—Evi- 
dence in the ouster suit of the State 
against the St. Louis Lumber Trade 
Exchange and its 19 members who 
are corporations is being presented 
to the State Supreme Court in bane 


today and the case argued. 

Testimony in this case, which was 
filed in the Supreme Court under the 
State antitrust statutes, in the na- 
ture of a quo warranto proceeding, 
was taken by former Congressman 
Dorsey W. Shackleford of Jefferson 
City as special commissioner. 

Most of the members of the Lum- 
ber Trade Exchange are here for the 
hearing. Attorney-General Jesse W. 
Rerertt and Merrill E. Otis, Assist- 
ant Attorney-General, who have con- 
Aucted all the hearings in the case, 
appeared for the State, while W. F. 
Carter and Richard L. Goode, for- 
mer Supreme Court Judge, are pre- 
senting the defense argument. Bar- 
rett is asking for writs of ouster 
against the defendants, forfeiting 
their rights to do business in Mis- 
souri, for forfeiture of such portion 
of their property to the State as the 
Court may think proper, or in lieu 
ef euch forfeiture, fines commen- 
surate with violations of the Mis- 
souri laws which are charged to 
have been committed.

Throughout U. S., Reports 
From 1428 Firms Show

reduction of unemployment, due to 


improved industrial conditions. is 
noted in the report of the United 
States Employment Service for 
April, made ‘public today. On the 
basis of returns from 1428 firms in 
65 industrial. centers, employing 
about 1,600,000 workers, the report 
estimates that employment in- 
creased about three-quarters of i 
per cent during the month. In- 
/creases were reported from 40 cities, 
including St. Louis, where the per- 
centage was 7.8. 
Gains in Several Industries. 

Employment in the iron and steel, 
metal and metal products and auto- 
mobile industries showed marked 
gains. Other industries on the pilus 
side were chemicals and their proé- 
ucts, stone, clay and glass products 
and lumber and its finished producta 

Decreases occurred in leather, pa- 
per and printing, tobacco manufac- 
‘tures, railroad repair shops and tex- 
tiles. In the food industries there 
was also a slight falling off, due to 
| the seasonal operations. 

Owing to large building activity 
| throughout the country, the report 
gtates that the demand for carpen- 
ters. bricklayers. plasterers and al! 
classes of workmen engaged in the 
building trades is equal to the supply 
and.in some places even greater. The 
optimistic attitude of the farm, it is 
said. is reflected in an unprecedent- 
ed demand for high-class farm labor.

Like a fairy tale it is, stranger 
than any fiction story which we 
would accept as plausible until we 
follow the underlying facts in se- 
quence.

The Fly. 

ITH the advent of warm 

W weather we will have with us 

again the busy flv, busy in 

spreading of disease from the af- 
flicted to the well. 

So much has been written about 
the fly and so cleariy has been set 
out his menace to the human race 
that it would seem to be unnecessary 
to write more. The ordinary human 
being, however, absorbs facts slowly, 
even he knows that they 
facts. when the fact differs 
what he has always believed. 
generations upon generations man 
has considered the fiy simply from 
the standpoint ofa pest and not ns a 
menace to health and he is 
slow to grasp the idea that this little, 
harmless-looking insect can be in 
reality the formidable foe that scien- 
tific investigation has shown him to 
be. Man is. however, absorbing the 
truth. even though slowly, and when 
the fact eventually becomes fixed in 
his mind the fivy will disappear, for 
man will not tolerate what he fully 
appreciates is destructive to human 
life 

It is pecause this fact must be fully 
appreciated that this subject is writ- 
ten and rewritten upon. The constant 
dropping of water wears the most re- 
sistant stone in time and constant 
writing is in time going to eliminate 
the fly. 

The best evidence that we aré 
making headway is that at least a 
proportion of the people have been 
converted and are persistent, ever- 
working enemies of the fly, and that 
all the people have, in a measure at 
least. begun to regard him with sus- 
picion. We no longer see 4 man COM 
placently remove a fly from his cup 
of milk or coffee and then drink it. 
nor release it from the butter and 
then spread the butter on his bread; 
and this is progress, even if small.
